It is three weeks since we
have had rain, and not a quantity then;
whole summer has been extraordinarily dry.—
The corn is much injured, anl if we do not gat
relief speedily, the crops in that article must full
far short of their usual quantity. We are happy
to learn however, that the crops of wheat through-
oul the whole country, have been abundant; new
flour is coming in, and we shall we hope, in a few
weeks, be able to procure our supplies at a more
moderate price than that which we have hereto-
fore been cumpelled to pay. For some time past
old flour has been selling at from twelve to filteen
dollars per barrel, and hard to get good even at
that.

The low price, and limited demand for cotton
had induced us to hope, that cur planters would
turn ther attention more to the cullivation of corn
and other provisions, and thus reduce the prices

of the necessaries of life, but should the present;

drought continue, “ the pnessyre of the Timgs”
must become doubly severe. Yet one advantage
will ensue from the dry weather, which must com-
pensate us for all disadvantages, and that is the
health of our town. We have never kuown a
sickly fall to succeed a dry summer,

Since wriling the above we have been visited
with a most delightful shower, which, we hope,
may prove the precursor of better times. Much
good will no doubt result from the rain of Wed-
nesday afternoor., but every thing in the shape of
vegetation had been so parched and dried up, that
it will require a great deal of rain to restore
them.

A letter now before us from a gentleman in Co-
iumbia, under date of the 15th inst, says, ¢ we are
very dry about Columbia, crops are almost drying
up for want of rain."”

swer these questions, and show us the
constitutional right of any such monopo-
ly.” 1do not conceive that there is any
express grant of power in the constitution
for a National Baonk. But, the power is
explicitly conceded to Congress, ** to coin
money, and to regulate the value thereof,
and to pass all laws to carry the same in-
to effect.” And the right to charter a
Bank was cluimed as incidental, and sane-
tioned from the necessity of the case.
We have had an institution of the kind
aear forty years, approved by former Pre-
sidents, and sustained by the supreme
court. And in my opinion, the country
must come to it again by an amendment
of the constituiion or otherwise. The at-
tention of **An Old Farmer” 1s invited o
the following extract, from the report of a
Jackson committee in the Senate.

“We are satisfied ‘hat the country is
in the enjoyment of an uniforms national
curre:ncy not only sound and uniform in
itself, and perfectly adapted to all the pur-

poses of the government, and the commn-
nity, bt more sound aad vntiorm than

that possessed by any other country.”
There is, however, superadded 10 this
currency a general currency, niore known, |
more trusted, and more valuable than the
local curreney, which is employed in the
exchanges between ditlerent parts of the
country, These are the notes of the Na-
tional Bank. In no other country can a
merchant do what every citizen of the
United S:ates can do. Deposite for iW-
stance his silver at St. Louis, or Nash-
ville, or New Orleans, and receive notes
which he can carry with him 1000 or
1500 miles, to the Atlantic ecities, and
there receive for them an equivalent
amount of silver, without any expense,

LETTER FROM RED RIVER.

, Sureverort, June 30, 1537,

Dear Sir—Since my letier to you from
this place, I have made a visit to the raft,
crossing the river into the parish of Clai-
borne, proceeded about fifteen miles, ha-
ving to swim my horse over some half
dozen bayous, which are outlets from the
river into lake Bistenean. The country
